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BONDS TO BE 1SSUED. -

President Cleveland Sends Another |
Special Mcessage to Congress,

Tothe Congress of the Unived States .

Sipce my recent communication to
the Congress calling attention to our
linauciul  condition and  sugpesting
legislation which 1 deemed essentiul
to our national welfare and eredit, the
anxicty and apprehension then exist-
oy in business ciceles have coutinued.
As a precaution, therefore, against
the failiure of timely legislative aid,
througn Congressional action, eautious
preparations have been pending o
cmploy to the best possible advantage,
in defanit of better means, such execu-
tive authority as may, without addi-
tional legislation, be cxereised for the
purpose of reinforeing and maintainide

rold resceve. In the judgement of
those especiully charged with this re-
sponsibility, the business situation is
s0 critical and the legislative situation
is so unpromising, with the omission
thus far on the part of the Congress to
benelicially enlarge the powers of the
sceretary of the treasury’ in the ‘pre-
mises, us to enjoin immediate excous
tive action of the .facilities pow at
hand. ) . -
Therefore, in pursuance of secution
3700 of the revised statutes, the de-
tails of an arrangement have.this day
been concluded with parties abundant-
ly able to fullill their undertaking,
wherecby bonds of the United States
authorized urder the act of July 14,
1575, puyable in coin, thirty years after
their date with interest at the rate of
4 por cent per annum to the wmount of
little less than sixty-two millions and
four hundred thousund dollars, and to
be issued for the purchase of gold coin
amounting to wsum slightly in excess
of sixty-live millions of the United
States, which sum, added to the gold
now held in our reserve, will so restore
sugh reserve as to make it -amount
to something more than one hundreed
millions of doliars. Such premium is |
to bo allowed to tho guvernment upop
the bopds us to fix the rato of interest
upon the amount of rold rewlized ut
the rate of three and threc-Tourths per
cent por annuim,

At lenst once halfl of the gold to be
obtained is to be supplicd (row abroad,
which is a very important and favor-
ahle fewture of the transaction.  The
privilege is espocially reserved to the
government to substitute at par with-
in ten days fram this date, 1o licn of
the 4 per eent coin bonds, other boads
in terms payable in gold and bearing
only 3 per centof tho issue of the same
should, in the meantime, be authorized
by the Congress.

The arrangement thus completed
which aflter carcful ifoguiry appears
in present circumstances and consider
ing all the ohjects desired, to be the
best attainabic, develops sueh a dif-
ference in the estimation of investors
between bonds made payable in coin
and thoso specificnily made payable in
vold in favor of the latter as is repre-
sented by three-lourths of a cent in
aunoal interest. : y

In the agreement just coneluded,
the annuil saving to the government
of 4 per ¢ent gold bonds shonld be sub-
stituted for 4 per eént coin bonds under
the privilego reserved, would be five
hundred and thirty-nine thousand, one
hundred nnd fifty-nine doliars, amount-
ing in thirty youars, or at the maturity
of the eoin bonds, tosixteen million,
onte huadred and seventy-four thon-
sand, seven hundred and seventy dol-
Lars,

Of gourse, theve neven. should be a
doubt in any guarter as to redemption
in gold of the bonds of the govern-
ment which are made payable in coin.
Thorefore tho  diserimiuation in the
judgment of investors botween our
bond obligations paygble in coin and
those specifically made payable in gold
is vory signiticant. 1L is hardly neces-
Siry o surgest that whatover may bo
our views on the subject, the scenti-
ments or preferencees of those with
whom we must negotinte in disposing
our bonds for gold are not subject to
our dictation,

coins of the two metals and the equal
power of every dollar at all times in
tile markets and in the payment of
debts.
